Tally falls nearly along party 
lines as Romney breaks with 
Republicans, votes to convict

WASHINGTON » President Donald 
Trump won impeachment acquit- 
tal Wednesday in the U.S. Senate, 
bringing to a close only the third 
presidential trial in American 
history with votes that split the 
country, tested civic norms and 
fed the tumultuous 2020 race for 
the White House. 

With Chief Justice John Rob- 
erts presiding, senators sworn 
to do “impartial justice” stood 
at their desks to state their votes 
for the roll call — “guilty” or “not 
guilty” — in a swift tally almost 
exclusively along party lines. Vis- 
itors, including the president’s 
allies, watched from the crowded 
gallery. Roberts read the dec- 
laration that Trump “be, and is 
hereby, acquitted of the charges.” 

A majority of senators ex- 


pressed unease with Trump’s 
pressure campaign on Ukraine 
that resulted in the two articles 
of impeachment. But two-thirds 
“guilty” votes would have been 
needed to reach the Constitu- 
tion’s bar of high crimes and mis- 
demeanors to convict and remove 
Trump from office. The final tal- 
lies fell far short. 

On the first article of impeach- 
ment, abuse of power, the vote 
was 52-48 favoring acquittal. The 
second, obstruction of Congress, 
also produced a not guilty ver- 
dict, 53-47. 

Only one Republican, Mitt 
Romney of Utah, the party’s de- 
feated 2012 presidential nominee, 
broke with the GOP. 

Romney choked up as he said 
he drew on his faith and “oath 
before God” to vote guilty on the 
first charge, abuse of power. He 
voted to acquit on the second.

Kirk Douglas has finally left us after 103 
years. But he’ll always be Hollywood’s for- 
ever man. 

The ragman’s son turned self-made su- 
perstar embodied the American dream — 
and the dream the movies promoted, too. 
Loved by millions, kind of married into 
aristocracy, started a dynasty and in more 
than one way, he proved heroic off-screen 
as well. 

Well, not always in his films. Per- 
haps the main thing that Douglas the 
actor will be remembered for is how 
powerfully and consistently he’d go to 
the dark extremes of human behavior 
without tarnishing the “popularity” 
that was so important to stars of Hol- 
lywood’s golden era. 

From the greatest of films noir “Out of 
the Past” (1947) to his breakout role as an 
unscrupulous boxer in “Champion” (1949), 
“Ace in the Hole’s” (1951) despicable jour- 
nalist and “The Bad and the Beautiful’s” 
(1952) manipulative producer, Douglas 
early on established himself as a guy you 
had to watch whether you liked him or 
not. 

He wasn’t the first star to do that, nor 
to transfer successfully into such moral 
role models as “Spartacus” (1960) and 
“Paths of Glory’s” Colonel Dax. But the im- 
pactful energy and palpable commitment 
he brought to those and a variety of other 
roles felt like something new and power- 
ful at the time and remains unforgettable. 

As was the man and his life story.

‘Election month’ starts 
for OC primary voters

California’s presidential pri- 
mary technically is on March 
3, but in Orange County that no 
longer means the election is a 
month away. 

Mail ballots began going out 
Monday, this time to every regis- 
tered voter in the county, secure 
drop boxes are in place to receive 
them, and in just over two weeks, 
the first vote centers will open 
for 11 days of in-person voting. 

“Now you have an election 
month, basically, instead of an 


election day,” said Tim Clark, a 
GOP campaign strategist and vet- 
eran of Orange County politics. 
While the changes — mail bal- 
lots for all, vote centers instead 
of traditional assigned precinct 
polling stations, and new paper- 
based voting machines — have 
caused some candidates and 
consultants to shake up their 
strategies, OC Registrar of Vot- 
ers Neal Kelley said he had vot- 
ers’ convenience in mind when 
he sought county supervisors’ 
approval to overhaul the elec- 
tion system.
